Most of the major oil companies sup- 


plying gas to service stations in and 
around Elk Grove Village have with- 
drawn price supports, causing prices to 
soar recently. 


If $5 doesn't buy as much gas anymore 


it isn't due to a rise in the cost of gaso- 
line to the service station owner. He's 
been paying the same price all along, but 
the price the car owner pays is the price 
of competition. 


Dealer "support" provided to local sta- 


tions is caused by competition in the 
area, according to Carl Meyerderk of 
American Oil Co. 


He explained that when an "abnormal- 


ly low price in gas arises in the area, the 
oil company will share a cut in price 
with the local station owner in order to 
keep him from going out of business. 


Thus, when your favorite gas station 


prices went down maybe four cents, you 
were paying less for gas but the station 
owner wasn't. He took a cut of about four 
cents while the oil company absorbed the 
loss of the other cent. 


This price support is withdrawn when 


the oil company's margin is at the sub- 
sistence level, Meyerderk said. 


That is apparently what has been hap- 


pening in Elk Grove Village, where the 
usual price seems to have risen to 40.9 
for regular recently. Although the sta- 
tions are almost all supplied by different 
oil companies, the companies are all 
raising prices to keep in competition. 


Johnson Standard Service, 1805 E. Oak- 


ton, beat the rise through being in anoth- 
er zone trom other Elk Grove Village 
service stations. According to a spokes- 
man there, they were left out of the gas 


war, remaining the same over the 
months at 39.9 cents for regular. 


William H. Miller of William H. Mill- 


er's Service, 2800 E. Higgins, said his 
prices were down to 32.9 cents but are at 
40.9 cents because of the support with- 
drawal. He said he wished more of the 
rise in prices could be used to pay me- 
chanics and attendants. 


"They're at the poorest paying end of 


the business. They have to go out in all 
weather and the price they are getting is 
the same as 10 years ago," he said. 


Miller has been at the station on Hig- 


gins and Touhy for the past 27 years, and 
is serviced by Atlantic-Richfield, the past 
Sinclair Oil Company. 


Other companies in the area are Pure 


or Union Oil, Mobil, Shell, American or 
Standard, and Citgo. 


Dennis Boesche, owner of Grove Citgo, 


900 S. Arlington Hts. Rd., said his prices 
went up to 40.9 cents and he doesn't think 
they'll go down again. 


Boesche said he has had no complaints 


from customers due to the higher rates 
and has been selling as much gas as he 
was two months ago for 36.9 cents for 
regular. 


.According to the American Oil Com- 


pany spokesman, prices may also go up 
because dealers are testing the market 
to see if the normal prices can prevail. 
The standard price now is 39.9 cents for 
regular and 43.9 for super, he said, ex- 
pressing hope that these prices remained 
firm. 


He added, "I feel it is a fair price for 


the product. Gasoline has remained 
cheaper in comparison to other basic 
things that the homeowner has to buy." 


A Red Flash? Aw, It's Only Jack

The Red Rider is on the loose. 
Long a familiar name to readers of 


cowboy comin books, the Red Rider is 
riding through the streets of Elk Grove 
Village. 


Silver-haired Jack Pahl is Red Rider 


on a 10-speed lightweight bicycle and 
president of Elk Grove Village, (dressed 
in a bright red riding outfit). 


Jack is on a bicycle riding kick that 


has kept his slim six-foot two-inch frame 
in shape for the past 11 weeks. 


"I'm going through my second child- 


hood," confessed the 47-year-old mayor. 
"I was looking for another form of ex- 
ercise and I found it." 


Indeed he has, logging hundreds of 


miles pushing the pedals of his 29-pound 
riding machine from mid-July to early 
October until his odometer hit the 2,000 
mile mark. 


PAHL IS A firm believer in the bene- 


fits of remaining physically fit by rid- 
ing several times a week. 


A great outdoor sport, says Pahl of 


bicycling. It's refreshing, healthful, and 
enjoyable. 


"Isn't this great? And you don't have 


to watch what you eat." 


He briefly recalled many years ago 


when he overate and was overweight at 
235 pounds. He's now down to 180 pounds. 


"I had slits for my eyes," he admitted, 


before realizing that eating and no ex- 
ercising made Jack a fat boy. Jack re- 
duced, but that's all behind him now. 
Bicycling is the thing to do in the sev- 
enties. 


"We need more bicycle paths," he as- 


serted. "There ought to be more of them 
from the city to the suburbs." Afterall, 
bicyclists have just as much right to the 
street as automobile drivers, believes 
Jack. 


JACK ISN'T shooting off a lot of hot 


air when he talks about bicycling as a 
form of transportation. He believes it 
and sets an example by it. 


This reporter recently rode along with 


him on one of his now regular bicycle 
rides from his insurance office at Devon 
and Western avenues on Chicago's far 
north side to Larry McCarthy's bicycle 
shojp near Devon Avenue and Arlington 
Heights Road in Elk Grove Village. 


It's a long haul for a rookie — 19% 


miles exactly. 


Tell that to Jack and he brushes it off.. 
"It's nothing," he says. 
Jack has made the trip, both ways, 


many a morning and afternoon in recent 
weeks. When he can't make a round trip 
on his bicycle because of business activi- 
ties, he'll pack his bicycle inside his sta- 
tion wagon for the return trip. 


Jack follows the Illinois Rules of the 


Road, using hand signals when turning 
and stopping for traffic lights. 


"ALWAYS REMEMBER the 
differ- 


ence between a 3,000 pound car and a 29- 
pound bicycle," he cautioned. 


With that in mind, we had a safe jour- 


ney, spoiled only by holes in the street 
and the sudden jolt of crossing railroad 
tracks. 


Our main route was Devon Avenue, 


westward over the Edens Expressway, 
through business and residential areas of 
the city, through Lincolnwood, north on 
Western Avenue in Park Ridge, and west 
on Touhy Avenue in Des Plaines and on 
into Centex Industrial Park in Elk Grove 
Village. 


We completed the trip in 110 minutes, 


far off Jack's usual one hour and 15 min- 
ute average. (My legs got tired.) 


"I made it in 50 minutes last week,"

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IEA Check 
Won't Affe ct 
The Students 


The 
Illinois Education Association 


(IEA) investigation of School Dist. 59's 
educational practices will in no way ef- 
fect the normal activities of the students, 
said Richard Hess, board president. 


The investigation was called by the dis- 


trict Teachers' Council in dissatisfaction 
with some of the district's practices and 
attitudes towards improvement, accord- 
ing to Thomas Lundeen, Teachers' Coun- 
cil president. 


Although the investigation was called 


this summer, teachers later voted to de- 
lay it until Oct. 18. Morris Andrews, IEA 
director at Oak Brook and state negotia- 
tor, said the investigation would begin 
immediately following the 18th, which is 
a Sunday. 


The board of education has taken no 


formal stand on the investigation which 
may lend to a professional sanction of 
the district. 


Hess said, "We're sorry the teachers 


are sanctioning the district," but said the 
board had no plans to delay the action. 


He said Monday that no further nego- 


tiation sessions had been scheduled to his 
knowledge, but said that the board was 


willing to meet with teachers at any 
time, 


ALTHOUGH AN agreement on teach- 


er's contracts was reached last week, 
there has been no formal acceptance of 
the contract by either teachers or the 
board, according to Lundeen. 


The board will not ratify the contract 


until the teachers withdraw two related 
requests, one being the continuance of 
the investigation, and the formation of a 
teachers committee to identify problems 
in the district. 


Some of the problems which the teach- 


ers want investigated are commu- 
nications with parents, large class sizes, 
inconsistencies in the administration and 
apparent lack of concern in some areas 
by the board, Lundeen said. 


Although Hess said the board was will- 


ing to meet, with the teachers' represen- 
tatives in further negotiations, he offered 
no alternatives that the board would 
make if they did meet. 


He said, "We made the last offer and 


'approved it. It's up to the teachers." 


Lundeen said the teachers were not 


planning to withdraw their requests.

Hanover Park ToSeekRamps 


William Davies, village attorney for 


Hanover Park and Streamwood, received 
board approval from Hanover Park offi- 
cials to join neighboring Hoffman Es- 
tates and Schaumburg in a fight for addi- 
tional Northwest Tollway access and exit 
ramps. 


Hanover Park officials this week gave 


Davies the go ahead signal to gather in- 
formation and present it to the State 
Legislature when it reconvenes asking 
for action and help. 


Davies suggests widening and com- 


pletion of three lanes of tollroad from 
Rte. 53 to the Elgin interchange and clo- 
verleaf ramps installed at Harrington 
Road and Rte. 59. 


Hoffman Estates officials are estab- 


lishing a multi-community committee 
and are working through the Illinois Toll- 
way Commission. The committee will in- 
clude members from Palatine and In- 
verness. 


Richard Reagan, chairman of Hoffman 


Estates plan commission, spearheaded 


the action at a recent village board 
meeting. 


Officials are uniting surrounding com- 


munities to push for access and exit 
ramps at Roselle Road and the North- 
west Tollway. 


Davies said the entrance and exit at 


Roselle Road will funnel Hoffman Es- 
tates and Schaumburg traffic off and on 
the Tollway and eliminate a bottleneck 
that now exists at Barrington Road and 
the Tollway during peak traffic hours. 


In addition he believes lights should be 


installed at Rte. 72 and Barrington Road 
and Rte. 58 and Barrington Road. 


Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg's

His Bag? O, It's 
Decompression 


Des Plaines resident John Krohta is an 


expert deep sea diver, retired Navy Mas- 
ter Chief petty officer, former diving in- 
structor and an authority on the human 
body's use of oxygen. 


Krohta, who lives at 640 Murray Lane, 


is the chief engineer of Lutheran General 
Hospital's hyperbaric osygen research 
center. He is in charge of running and 
maintaining the hospital's three oxygen 
chambers which are to treat patients 
who, for one ailment or another, require 
special concentrations of oxygen for 
medical treatment. 


Krohta came to Lutheran General Hos- 


pital in 1964 after having spent 25'A

deep sea diver, Krohta is the hospital's chief hyperbaric 
technician. He is an expert on the human body's use of 
oxygen. 


years in the Navy. "I started out as a 
seaman when I enlisted in 1939," Krohta 
said, "and I got S21 a month salary. 
Then I found out that divers get $10 more 
a month so I decided to try it." 


In 1942 he was sent to school for train- 


ing and to learn basic diving techniques 
so he could graduate to a second class 
deep sea diver. 


HIS FIRST SOLO duty came after the 


beginning of World War II. "There was a 
need for underwater blasting in captured 
islands. My first solo job had me lay 
10,000 tons of dynamite to blast channels 
near some captured islands." 


Krohta spent the rest of the war years 


on diving missions overseas. After the 
war he was given shore duty in Hawaii 
where he became an instructor in the use 
of submarine escape equipment. He was 
also able to bring his'wife and family 
with him on this assignment. 


"I was finally sent to the Navy's Deep 


Sea Diving School in Washington, D.C. 
after that," Krohta recalled, "where I 
finished first in my class. I stayed on at 
the school as instructor for three and a 
half years." 


Krohta was transferred again after 


that to a submarine rescue vessel in 
Pearl Harbor where he was put in 
charge of a 20 man diving crew. "I kept 
the men in operation readiness in the 
event they had to make submarine res- 
cues.". 


AFTER THAT, IT was back to shore 


duty for Krohta when he took charge of a 
diving school. "I was recommended as a 
Master Diver and Chief petty officer, and 
my promotion was approved in Washing- 
ton. But I didn't achieve Master Chief 
petty officer, which is the highest en- 
listed rank, until after I spent four years 
in St. Louis on recruiting duty." 


Krohta finished his Navy career as a 


ship repairman on a U.S. destroyer in 
the Far East. "Before I retired," Krohta 
said, "I sent a resume to a commercial 
school of diving in San Francisco. They 
didn't have any openings for me then so 
they put my name on file." 


IN 1362, TWO representatives from a 


Des Plaines company, Borg-Warner and 
Roy Ingersoll Research Center, asked 
the San Francisco school for a recom- 
mendation for someone who had experi- 
ence in diving and decompression cham- 
bers. 


"They asked me if I was interested but 


I had three years to go until retirement. 
They agreed to wait since the chambers 
were just being built. So in 1964 I came 
here to Lutheran General where I was 
trained to operate 'my three subma- 
rines.' "

And You 


Q. Although I am 69,1 still plan to con- 


tinue working full time for a few years. 
Am 1 supposed to file anything with so- 
cial security? 


A. It would be to your advantage to 


file immediately primarily for the medi- 
care coverage which is effective regard- 
less of earnings. You may even find that 
(luring periods of vacation or illness you 
may be able to qualify for some monthly 
benefits regardless of your yearly earn- 
ings. 


Q. If a person has never worked under 


Social Security, is he eligible for social 
security monthly benefits at age 65? 


A. No, unless he could qualify as a de- 


pendent. 


Q. If a husband and wife have both 


worked under Social Security and both 
are age 65, will the wife receive her own 
or just half of her husband's benefits? 


A. The wife will receive her benefit 


based on her own work, If half of her 
husband's benefit is more than her own, 
she will receive an additional amount to 
raise her benefit to half of his. Where the 
husband Is not receiving his benefit, per- 
haps because he has not retired or is 
younger than his wife, she can still re- 
ceive her own benefit. 


Q. I am currently hospitalized, and 


will be entering a nursing home shortly. 
I will need help feeding and dressing my- 
self. Would my condition quaily me for 
extended care benefits under Medicare? 


A. Based on the information you have 


given, it appears that you would not 
qualify for extended care coverage. 
Feeding and dressing a patient does not 
fall in the category of "skilled nursing 
care." 


Q. The Medicare approved nursing 


home which I recently entered is not 
sure whether I qualify for extended care 
coverage or not, How can I find out? 


A, If the extended care facility is not 


sure whether Medicare can pay for 
your care, it should ask for a decision 
from the intermediary handling its Medi- 


care claims. It can receive a determina- 
tion within a few days.

They played super and we 
played super-poor. 


"The way we played and the way they 


played. It looked like there was not a kid 
on otir team who could play for them. I 
had thought the teams were about equal 
and expected a heck of a game.

"They were keying on (Scott) Douglas 


a great deal and on Cleveland," lie 
noted. (Douglas had run wild on the 
ground for three straight weeks and 
Cleveland is a fine receiver). 


"So this time our two fullbacks (Steve 


Chase and Mike D'Angelo) had great 
games running and (Terry) Ormsbee did 
too. They didn't expect that. We have 
tremendous balance on this team. I 
wouldn't be surprised if we have to call 
on our passing, too." 


Chase amassed 115 yards rushing in 


just 13 carries, while Ormsbee had 88 in 
10 cracks and D'Angelo 23 in four.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - Freddy Par- 


ent Sr. is the last man alive who played 
In the first modern World Series, in 1903. 


Ha played shortstop for the Boston Red 


Sox — who beat the Pittsburgh Pirates 
five games to four — and outhit his rival 
shortstop, Honus Wagner, .281 to .222. 
Freddy Parent Sr. lives now in the Hill- 
crest Manor Nursing Home in Sanford, 
Maine. He will be 95 years old Nov. 25. 


It is difficult for Freddy Parent Sr. to 


hear on the telephone. So questions were 
posed to his nurse, Mrs. Woodsome, who 
kindly spoke them to Freddy, who then 
answered the questions himself on the 
phone. His voice is firm and his words 
come quickly. 


Do you still enjoy baseball, Mr. Par- 


ent? 


"YOU'RE DAMN RIGHT," he mid, "I 


don't miss anything on television. But I 
an bothered with the football programs 
and also the basketball programs. I'm 
bothered a tot on that account." 


What do you remember most about 


that first World Series? 


"I can remember the most when we 


was in Pittsburgh and they had us three 
to one in games and we finished it up in 
Boston. And, yes, we won five out of nine 
then." 


Was interest as great for the World 


Series then as it is now? 


"It must have been. They had to make 


special ground rules for a two-base hit 
that went Into the crowd because the 
crowd broke down the fences and the 
gates In Boston. They didn't do as bad as 
that In Pittsburgh because they were los- 
ing. 


"People in those days, they liked the 


Series because it was something new. Of 
course, it wasn't run like it is today, 
more of a business today. The people en- 
joyed it very good then." 


You outplayed Honus Wagner in the 


Series, didn't you? 


"He wasn't in very good shape for the 


Series and he didn't do too good, which I 
enjoyed myself. But he was one of the 
great players." 


What is the difference between the 


players then and now? 


"We felt more nervous then. They 


Mem to be more — well, they look at it 
10 get more money fast." (The Individual 
winner's share of the 1903 Series was 
91,182.) "And we were pretty hard losers 
In those days. We tried to win harder 
than they do today. Don't know why. 
Maybe the lively ball and the short fields 
to hit on." 


Who Is the best player today? 
"That fella plays first base for the Red 


Sox (Carl Yastrzemskl). All you goi to 
do Is get one hit in three times and 


you're going to win that title." 


In 1911, at age 35, Freddy Parent Sr. 


retired as an active player and became a 
coach under Jack Dunn for the old Balti- 
more Orioles. They had a rookie pitcher 
named Babe Ruth. Freddy Parent Sr. re- 
called that. 


"1 coached Babe more than anybody 


else at that time," he said. "I remember 
he was pitching in the late innings of a 
close game and there was two outs and 
the bases loaded and a dangerous left- 
handed kitter was up. He got two strikes 
on bin. I ran out and told Babe to waste 
• pitch.

"The next pitch he throws right down 


the middle. Oh gee, a triple. Babe comes 
in and I said, 'What happened?' He said, 
"I threw it waist high, didn't IT I talked 
to him later when he was in the big 
leagues and I asked him how his 'waist' 
pitch was. He didn't like that very 
much." 


Mrs. Woodsome says Mr. Parent "gets 


around just fine and looks wonderful He 
reads and he walks around with the help 
of a little cane — when he feels like it 


"He wears glasses and he is white- 


headed, but has lots of hair. He shaves 
himself every day and dresses himself 


every day, with a nice shirt open at the 
collar and pressed pants. He's very 
proud of how he looks. He wears a felt 
hat when he takes little walks. And he's 
a gentleman.

Put Stocks In Safe Place 


by RICHARD PUTNAM PRATT 


If you own even one share of stock, 


you've got a piece of paper somewhere 
that attests to that ownership. 


If you're like most of us, you're seldom 


in "a position to invest large sums at one 
time, so you may have accumulated 
quite a few such pieces of paper. If so, 
how carefully are you looking after 
them? 


It's generally assumed that people who 


own valuable pieces of paper, such as 
stock certificates, put them away in se- 
cure places — like safe deposit boxes. 
But you can't bet on it. 


Take the case of a Cleveland doctor, 


for instance. In reporting the mysterious 
disappearance of 8250,000 worth of Amer- 
ican Petrofina stock, he had to admit 
that when he had last seen it, the stock 
was in an unlocked desk drawer. 


One probable answer to such lack of 


elementary caution is the fact that de- 
parted stock certificates can be replaced. 
After all, why get up tight about a piece 
of paper that can be duplicated? 


The answer is that while replacement 


of a stock certificate is possible, it's nei- 
ther easy nor cheap. Those who go 
through it once seldom care to repeat the 
performance. 


First of all, you have to notify the 


transfer agent who handles the com- 
pany's stock transactions. If you don't 
know the name of the transfer agent, 
you'll have to call the company to find 
out. 


The agent himself will want a descrip- 


tion of the missing shares — including 
the certificate numbers. Let's hope 
you've listed those and put that paper 
away for safekeeping. 


The transfer agent then puts a "stop" 


on the stock to prevent its sale. 


Then the real fun begins. Although 


companies have differing rules regarding 
the replacement of shares, there's one 
they all agree on. They insist that you 
provide a perpetual indemnity bond to 
protect them against any loss that might 
occur as a result of reissuing the certifi- 
cate. 


Such a bond will ordinarily cost about 


four per cent of the stock's current val- 
ue. 


If you've lost 100 shares of a stock sell- 


ing at 50, for example, the bond will cost 
$200. That's four per cent of the stock's 
$5,000 market value. 


Even if you are willing to pay the price 


of bonding, you aren't likely to find com- 
pany officials overly enthusiastic about 
issuing another certificate. The thought 


of duplicates floating around 
makes 


them nervous, and they are likely to rec- 
ommend another search to see if it has 
just been misplaced. 


For your own sake, you ought to take 


their advice. If you find the certificates 
after the bond has been issued, you will 
get only half your premium back. 


If the bond has been in effect for more 


than a year, you will be out the full 
amount.

J. Barrett, who has held the office • 
since 1955, admitted to Paddock 
Publications that the reason he is 
running again at the age of 70 is 
because many loyal Democrats 
might lose their pensions if a Re- 
publican is elected. 


Although we admire Barrett's 


honesty, we do not think the voters 
of Cook County wish to elect a man 
whose first goal is to preserve 
Democratic patronage jobs.

In a high 
school sociology class I handed out a 
questionnaire. Nineteen out of 23 stu- 
dents said that all people over 70 were 
senile, with perhaps a few exceptions.

don't know where they got this idea but 
I'm certain that television didn't help. 
Few grandparents live with the family 
any more, and there is often little con- 
tact between the very young and the 
very old. Tasteless comedy featuring the 
senility, decrepitude, and even the ill 
health of the elderly portrays the wrong 
picture and is a symptom of prejudice. 


Other minority groups are having their 


say. Most shows wouldn't dare offend the 
blacks or the Mexican Americans. Why 
this lack of feeling toward our elderly 
people? No wonder there is such a fear 
of growing old! 


I am further distressed by the report 


that television ratings are now based not 
only on how many people watch a pro- 
gram but on how many young people 
watch a program, the young having 
more buying power. I suppose this was 
predictable and it is rather hard to imag- 
ine television assuming the responsibility 
for all of its watchers. It is unfortunate, 
however, especially since many elderly 
people with a great deal of time on then- 
hands turn to television. What do they 
find there? Very little to meet their in- 
terests."

Ask the Bureau of Water Hygiene (De- 
partment of HEW, Washington D.C.) 


In a 1969 nation-wide study, 41 per cent 


were found to deliver water of inferior 
quality, samples considered good were 
found to have fecal bacteria, lead, cop- 
per, iron, manganese and nitrate. This 
was particularly true in communities 
serving less than 100,000 people. 


Another shattering fact from the study 


was that 79 per cent of the systems were 
not inspected by state or county author- 
ities in the entire year of tbe study. In 50 
per cent of the cases, plant officials did 
not remember when, if ever, a state or 
local health department had last sur- 
veyed their supply. 


Only a little more than half of tbe sys- 


tems were found to be delivering water 


that met the United States Public Health 
S e r v i c e Drinking Water Standards. 
Records 
of bacteriologic surveillance 


programs (state and county) were re- 
viewed and a miniscule 10 per cent were 
found adequate. 


Inadequate research has not been able 


to establish long-term effects of chemical 
containments that are being introduced 
at the rate of 500 new compounds a year, 
(private, business, and government). 


I hope the voters have an opportunity 


to ask those running for office this elec- 
tion year what plans they have for at- 
tacking these serious problems. Congress 
voted $350 million to help the pollution 
fight but only $3 million for water sup- 
plies. How can one achieve anything 
without tbe other?

It's questions like these that thousands 


of Prospect Heights residents will be an- 
swering next month in a questionnaire 
they will receive in the mail. 


THE COMMUNITY survey of the unin- 


corporated area is being undertaken by 
the Prospect Heights Jaycees. The task 
is one of the first communitywide proj- 
ects for the group that was formed about 
a year ago. 


At a meeting called last week by the 


Jaycees, several community and civic 
organizations were asked to draw up 
questions they would like to see included 
in tbe survey. 


Among those suggested were questions 


dealing with residents' opinions on a ref- 
erendum for a new high school in Dist. 
214. Another question suggested last 
week would ask residents' opinions on 
the adequacy of fire service for their 
area. 


O t h e r questions were suggested: 


"Would 
you rather 
have Prospect 


Heights be incorporated, be annexed by 
surrounding villages, or stay as it is 
now?" Another question "Would you like 
to see a drainage district formed for the 
McDonald Creek area?" 


These last two questions are different 


from many of the others that will be on 
the survey. For if the answers to these 
two questions are to be of any merit, the 
residents answering them will have to be 
well informed on the matter. 


CURRENTLY SEVERAL groups in the 


community are taking long, hard looks at 
these two questions. One group, the Pros- 
pect Heights Improvement Association, 
has already approached neighboring vil- 
lages seeking permission to set up a por- 
tion of Prospect Heights as a municipal- 
ity. 


And the Northwest Suburban Council of 


Associations (a group made up of nine 
Prospect Heights area homeowners or- 
ganizations) is currently studying in- 
corporation, 
annexation and strength- 


ened township government, as possi- 
bilities for improving the area's situ- 
ation. 


And, the McDonald Creek Improve- 


ment Committee is looking into the possi- 
bility of a drainage district. 


THE UPCOMING survey will be a 


good meand for residents to voice their 
own opinions on these matters. In the 
end, it is the residents, through referen- 
dums, who will have the final say on 
these things. But, to give these groups a 
sort of "advance opinion" on these mat- 
ters would certainly help them in their 
efforts. 


Residents can help these groups by 


simply studying these proposals before 
they answer the questions pertaining to 
them on the upcoming survey. In the fi- 
nal analysis, the survey will reflect the 
needs and wants of the community, only 
if the residents allow it to.

Police arrested a Rolling 
Meadows youth for possession of mart 
juana and other depressant drugs. 


The arrest alone isn't too unusual, but 


the fact that the youth was 18 and his 
name could be printed in the local news- 
paper made a lot of parents turn blue. It 
seems that the youth is fairly well known 
to many Rolling Meadows high school 
students. 


A COUPLE OF parents have called the 


police department to report their sons 
"keep company" with the youth and 
have been out with him frequently in the 
past few weeks. 1 ey are worried their 
children may be using or pushing drugs. 


Perhaps now parents will begin to 


wake up to a few real facts. Drugs have 
reached the Northwest suburbs and Roll- 
ing Meadows. The influx hasn't come in 
just the last couple of weeks; Rolling 
Meadows police have been watching this 
youth and others for months. 


Parents should be thankful the police 


raid on the youth's home happened when 
their kids weren't with him. But on the 
other hand, a few more lessons might 
have been learned if others were in- 
volved in the raid. 


How did the police discover this par- 


ticular youth and have him under sur- 
veillance? When kids keep going in and 
out of a house, they attract attention 
There was also a Des Plaines youth who 
didn't have the trip he expected from 
some pills he bought from the Rolling 
Meadows youth. He got sick instead. The 
pills which made him sick cost only S3, 
but he thought it was about time some- 
body cracked down on people passing 
bad stuff. 


The Des Plaiaes boy could have been 


any one of many, many youths in the 
Northwest suburbs who happened to get 
some bad stuff. It could have been a 
Rolling Meadows youth. 


Parents have to face the reality of 


drugs in their town. What they are going 
to do about it is another thing. They have 
done things before for then- kids: Plum 
Grove-Countryside formed its own park 
district; a baseball league is active in 
the summer; fathers are now working on 
a football association. Maybe someone 
will come up with a way to help the drug 
users.

Organizers from the AFL-CIO affil- 


iated Farm Woikers Oigamzmg Com- 
mittee (FWOC) and atea lebidents have 
begun to make phone calls and to check 
supermarkets in preparation for a boy- 
cott according to Bill Masterson, Farm 
Workers organizer. 


Masterson said a hendquaiteis foi the 


boycott may open soon in the Northwest 
suburbs A Farm Workers headquarters 
In Des Plalnes was closed in mid-August

Masterson said that he and 45 area

However, the 7,156 member Farm Bu- 


reau is against the boycott of any food,

The Farm Bureau in the past has con- 


demned any move which limits "free ac- 
cess to markets" which it calls "an in- 
alienable right of consumers." 


The boycott would not affect area 


truck gardens, according to Walter Sass 
ST., president of the Cook County Truck 
Gardens and Farms Association. No let- 
tuce is grown commercially in this area. 


The possibility of a boycott here steins 


from a strike called Aug 24 by the farm 
workers union.

crease in work for the heart. This way of 
working the heart may be pleasurable, 
but it is not necessarily healthy without 
subsequent physical activity. The excess 
adrenalin must be metabolized or its ac- 
cumulated products cause harmful ef- 
fects, just as occurs from other forms of 
emotional stress.

Aspirin does 
decrease the normal blood clotting mech- 
anism and, if a person takes very much 
over a period of time, it is possible to 
cause bleeding in some cases. Bleeding 
from the digestive tract occurs hi some 
people who use large amounts of aspirin, 
even if they do not have an ulcer.

the authorization of a $1,200,000 bond is- 
sue last March.

Park will begin shortly and groundbreak-

time to site supervision and be respon- 
sible for coordination of all trades at the 
Atcher Park site. 


The park district, in order to save 


funds, is acting as its own general con- 
tractor in both major construction proj- 
ects.

Mud Creates Road Hazards 


Avoiding accidents on muddy roads in 


Schaumburg Township is a two way 
street. 


Motorists are urged to use particular 


caution in construction zones, and con- 
tractors are required to keep the thor- 
oughways cleared of mud. 


"We attempt to locate areas where 


there's mud on roads and advisecon- 
tractors to clean up," said Capt. William 
Gentille, of the State Police following a 
recent accident on slippery Rte. 53 be- 
tween Rtes. 58 and 72. 


"The fields are muddy and when 


trucks pull out on the pavement they car- 
ry the mud with them, When we see this 
we tell drivers to clean up or else," he 
added. 


"The situation was apparent as soon as 


police arrived," Gentille said. "Con- 
tractors on state highway projects are 
usually careful. It's part of their contract 
to keep the road clean," Gentille said. 


After the recent accident the truckers 


were notified and so was the state high- 
way department. Lundall and Greco are 
contracted in the area where the acci- 
dent took place. 


' ' T h e drivers aren't totally con- 


scientious but their Supervisors usually 
are and the job gets done," Gentille said. 


"It's a common problem, especially af- 


ter rain," he added. "Any area where 
trucks are entering the road, signs are 
posted. People should be on the alert and 


do what is necessary .. . slow down." 


The procedure used in cleaning roads 


depends on what equipment is on hand, 
said Tony Greco of Greco Rosemont Con- 
solidated, road contractor on Golf Road. 


In standard situations the road is 


scraped clean at the end of the work day, 
he said. 


Slippery conditions caused by rain are 


corrected immediately, he added. 


"We're required to do so," Greco said 


"But, each situation is different, we 
clean the road as often as necessary." 


"On days when rain is particularly 


hard we don't work, so there should be 
no mud dragged 
on roads by our 


trucks," he added.

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Officials To Explain 
Pact Non-Renewals 


Harper College officials have been or- 


dered to tell former teachers, Mrs. Betty 
Enbysk and Edward Kalish, why they 
were not offered new contracts almost 
two years ago. 


That was a portion of the ruling hand- 


ed down Friday morning by Judge Abra- 
ham L. Marovitz in U.S. District Court. 


Marovitz submitted a memorandum on 


the ruling to attorneys Frank Hines and 
Marvin Glink, representing the college, 
and Richard Wexler, representing Kalish 
and Mrs. Enbysk. 


His ruling means that Count I, con- 


cerning alleged civil rights violations, 
will not be ruled upon until it can be 
determined if Harper violated the teach- 
ers' civil rights. 


COt?NT II, IN WHICH the two teachers 


charged a conspiracy among Harper offi- 


cials and board members, was rejected 
by Marovitz. 


Count III, which charges Robert Lahti, 


college president, and Richard'Johnson, 
former board president, with defamation, 
was not ruled on. Marovitz wrote that he 
was "not presently aware of immunity" 
for the two men. 


Marovitz' reason for requesting a let- 


ter of explanation for the teachers is that 
he cannot determine if the teachers' civil 
rights were violated in December, 1968. 


He began the memorandum by stating 


that the facts in the controversy were 
"not disputed." 


However, he added that nontenured 


teachers cannot be denied continued em- 
ployment "only because they engaged in 
constitutionally protected activities." 


So, Marovitz will try to determine if 


the teachers' civil rights were violated. 


Ratification To Be SOP 


Even though Schaumburg Park Dist. 


Atty. Edward S. Mraz feels that a Herald 
reporter was in error challenging the call 
to order of a recent special park meet- 
ing, he will henceforth request that all 
action taken during special session be ra- 
tified at the next regular board meeting.

HE STATED, "we are not convinced

In 
May, Marovitz asked for both sides to 
try for an out-of-court settlement. How- 
ever, negotiations failed. 


Kalish, a history professor, and Mrs. 


Enbysk, an associate professor in geolo- 
gy, were informed in December, 1968, 
they would not be offered teaching con- 
tracts for the 1969-70 school year. 


In May, 1969, they filed the $350,000 


damage suit after Harper trustees voted 
not to give them contracts and declined 
to explain thenonrenewal decision. 


THE PAIR CHARGED that the college 


violated their civil rights by not reap- 
pointing them, that board chairman 
Johnson (still serving on the board) and 
college administrators made false state- 
ments that damaged the two teachers' 
professional reputations, and that the 
college administrators conspired to end 
the teachers' contracts with the board. 


The answer, filed on behalf of Harper, 


the trustees and administrators Lahti, 
John Birkholtz, John Thompson and G. 
Kenneth Andeen (no longer employed by 
Harper), denied the charges. 


It asked that the court rule the trustees 


were acting for the college and cannot be 
held individually liable. Also, it stated 
"no right, privileges, or immunities" of 
the two plaintiffs were violated, ant that 
no conspiracy took place because college 
officials were acting lawfully. 


The answer also denied "the plaintiffs, 


at all times, faithfully and diligently dis- 
charged their duties." 


Enforcement Of

Louis Barone, Hanover Park pollution 


control officer, who introduced a pollu- 
tion ordinance recently adopted by his 
fellow trustees, took action this week to 
notify residents of its strict enforcement. 


Business, commercial and industrial 


establishments have been notified by let- 
ter that the ordinance passed Sept. 3 is in 
effect and violators are subject to fine, 
and possible suspension of business li- 
cense. 


The pollution control ordinance in- 


cludes not only smoke emission, but in 
addition encompasses litter in general 
and storage of garbage and waste mate- 
rial by establishments. 


Mud and debris removal from road- 


ways deposited by construction trucks, 
and requirements for disposal of waste 
material by any construction company 
are included in the control. 


Trustee Barone said the ordinance is 


on file at the village hall and certain of 
its controls apply to homeowners. 


He notes that cooperation in complying 


with the terms of this ordinance will be 
beneficial to all since it is in effect to 
give residents the type of desirable com- 
munity they ail want.

Public Schools was cleared of charges in 
a letter sent to Dr. Paul II. Lawrence, 
superintendent of schools. 


In the letter, Gordon L. Hansen, assist- 


ant superintendent In the Office of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction for 
the State of Illinois, slated that the find- 
ings of his office "show the allegations to 
be incorrect, misleading and false." 


Thc> Irt'or reads in whole: 
"Several weeks ago. Superintendent 


'Kayi Pai;p asked me to conduct a thor- 
ough investigation of the charges against 
the transportation system of the Elgin 
Public Schools. I would like to report to 
you that this investigation was completed 
under my direction with the cooperation 
of your school district and the two test- 
itr: lam.'s mentioned in the allegations. 
The rrcords weiv reviewed, sworn affi- 
davits v.wn collected, and copies of work 
orders were photostated. 


"THI<: KIXDINGS of this office show 


the allegations to be incorrect, mis- 


leading and false. This office further dis- 
covered that when a bus is in need of 
repair, a bus repair ticket must be 
signed by the driver of the vehicle. This 
ticket carries a date and a description of 
Ihe repairs needed. It is signed and 
(ialed again by the mechanic when work 
is completed. The records verify that the 
maintenance shop completed then- work 
in a very satisfactory period of time. 


"Loral, county, and state records veri- 


fy that all buses in the Elgin school dis- 
trict were tested in state testing lanes 
and passed tiie prescribed requirements. 
All records and sworn affidavits are on 
file in my office. 


"The Office of the Superintendent of 


Public Instruction appreciates your fine 
cooperation in this investigation. It is in- 
deed unfortunate that a fine school dis- 
trict such as Elgin should have to under- 
go unfair publicity while refuting allega- 
tions. If it is any satisfaction to you, I 
would like to state that the Sangamon 
County State's Attorney reviewed the

'Ah' To 'Ouch' As Gas War Ends 


The cost of driving is going up. 
Wheeling and Buffalo Grove motorists 


who pull into service stations and tell the 
attendant to "fillerup" are paying up to 
$1 more for that fillup than they were 
last week. 


According to service station managers 


and owners in the Wheeling and Buf- 
falo Grove area the reason for the price 
change is that the petroleum companies 
have ended the financial aid, they were 
giving 'io dealers during the "price war." 


According to Pete Johnson, one of the 


owners of the Ranch Mart Mobil Station, 
Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads in Buf- 
falo Grove, "the prices you see now are 
the normal ones. Until last week, it was 
a price war market." 


JOHNSON EXPLAINED, "In a price 


war, as the price drops, the oil com- 
panies give their station 'Dealer aid.' The 


petroleum company takes a portion of 
the loss and the dealer takes a portion." 


According to Johnson the price war 


came to an end last week when the oil 
companies began notifying service sta- 
tion owners that the aid would end. 


Johnson said that "without price wars, 


the current prices are thes gas will 
cost — at least until it goes up again." 
Johnson said he was notified late last 
week the financial aid from the oil com- 
pany would end. 


In Wheeling, Gary Lyne, one of the 


owners of the Dundee and Wolf Standard 
Service, said that prices at his station 
climbed from 34.9 to 39.9 cents per gallon 
for regular grade gas. 


"IN A WAY I'm glad to see it (the 


price hike)," he said. "Every time there 
is a drop in the prices, we have to absorb 
a good portion of the drop." According to 
Lyne, the oil company absorbs "only a

zoning board) recognize this sort of thing 
has to be placed somehwere," Cargill 
said. 


The question, according to Cargill, is 


whether it should be located on Jackson 
Drive, or "whether it should be located 
in any area that would cause a disturb- 
ance to local residents." 


RESIDENTS OF THE vicinity of Jack- 


son Drive have compiled a two-page list 
of objections to the rezoning. The list has 
been sent to village and school officials 
and various state and national officials 
including U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-13th 
Dist., Illinois Attorney General William 
Scott, and Ray Page, state superintend- 
ent of public instruction. 


Among their objections are frequent 


flooding of the street, lack of street lights 
or sidewalks, potential traffic problems, 
concern for safety of children walking to 
school in the area and noise and air pol- 
lution problems.

Accident Rescue 
Was Jet-Powered

Residents strained against a rope bor- 


dering the football field at St. Alphonsus 
Catholic School, Sunday to see the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police demonstrate a 
helicopter rescue. 


In a whirl of dust and leaves, two jet- 


powered helicopters landed at the school 
site in Prospect Heights. Sheriff Joseph 
Woods got out of one of the helicopters 
and walked to a speaker's podium, sta- 
tioned in front of the spectators. 


Woods had a good-sized audience. It 


was a crisp, sunny day and several hun- 
dred residents had come out to watch the 
demonstration. 


Woods told his audience that the coun- 


ty police would like to buy several heli- 
copters like the one he landed in. "We 
have received a grant of $500,000 from 
the federal government for our helicop- 
ter program, but the Cook County Board 
has not yet approved it. The program 
proposal has been referred to the board's 
finance committee for two months." 


"We may have to wait until Novem- 


ber," added Woods, who is a candidate 
for Cook County Board President in the 
November elections. 


After swearing in all of the children at 


the demonstration as junior deputies, 
Woods took his seat to watch the helicop- 
ters in action. 


Two wrecked cars were parked on the 


football field, to represent an automobile 
accident. A compact sports car raced 
onto the field and two passengers jumped 
out to investigate the accident. 


Over a loudspeaker, 
the spectators 


could hear the voice of a woman calling 
the county police. Minutes later, two heli- 
copters landed at the scene of the acci- 
dent. 


As the helicopter team lifted the auto 


victims onto stretchers, one of the cars 
burst into flames engulfing part of the 
area in smoke. With sirens screeching 
two fire engines from the Prospect 
Heights Fire Department drove onto the 
field. 


Firemen from one truck pulled out the 


hoses and directed water on the burning 
car. The second crew of firemen placed 
an asbestos blanket over the "victims" 
in the other car and ripped off the roof of 
the car with a power saw. 


The action was fast. The spectators' 


eyes darted as they watched the firemen 
and the county policemen working simul- 
taneously. 


Soon after the helicopters lifted off for 


a four-minute trip to St. Alexius Hospital, 
an ambulance pulled up by the fire en- 
gines, A squad car full of county police- 
man helped to carry the "victims" from 
the second car to the ambulance. 


The ambulance sped away and the fire- 


men packed their saw and wound up the 
hoses. Silence settled over the smoky, 
misty field. 


The demonstration culminated a series 


of activities scheduled by the Prospect 
Heights Fire Department for Fire Pre- 
vention Week. Beauty contests, open 
houses, parades and school visits were 
held last week by the firemen. 


little over half the price cut. We'd cover 
the other half." Like other owners, Lyne 
was forced to return his prices to what 
he termed was their normal level after 
the oil company notified him the aid 
would end. 


Owners had varying answers as to why 


the price war ended. According to 
Joe Bulgarelli, manager and owner of 
the General Car Center on Dundee Road 
in Buffalo Grove, "In the summer gas 
prices always go down. Summer gasoline 
is cheaper to refine and market." 


However, with the coming of winter, 


Bulgarelli said, the price of gasoline goes 
up because of the additives that are put 
into the gasoline during the winter 
months. 


LYNE EXPLAINED the end of the 


"war" this way: "What happened was 
this. In the last six to eight months the 
major oil firms have been going up and 


down with their prices because one of the 
firms has been playing games with gas 
prices. With the new lead-free gasoline 
this company has introduced though, it 
can't afford to play games any more. So, 
from what I gather, the prices will stabi- 
lize." 


Johnson said the "war" ended princi- 


pally because the gas stations couldn't 
afford it. 


All the owners polled by the Herald, 


reported the price hikes affected their 
business, though the degree to which it 
was affected varied among the stations. 


Johnson said that the price hikes had 


little effect on his business: "Though 
there are always (price) shoppers about 
85 per cent of all customers have very 
little idea of what they are paying for 
gasoline. "But," said Johnson, "we oper- 
ate a little differently than most stations. 
We don't get involved in gas wars any 


more than necessary. We get hurt less 
than most on price wars and price hikes 
because most of our customers are regu- 
lar customers." 


SAID LYNE, "About five out of every 


100 customers noticed the price hike. 
Most who noticed were friendly about it. 
though they didn't like it. But the local 
dealer has no say-so over the price of 
gas." 


Bulgarelli said most of his customer no- 


ticed the price change "and reacted un- 
favorably, but that is understandable. 
You get a fillup for $5 and all of a sud- 
den, it's $6. It turns your head a litlte bit. 
All we can do is to explain the circum- 
stances." 


As to future price hikes, none of the 


owners predicted any increase in the 
near future. But, said Bulgarelli, in a 
few years, "I think the price of gas will 
be about 50 cents a gallon."

The Illinois Education 
Association 


(IEA) investigation of School Dist. 59's 
educational practices will in no way af- 
fect the normal activities of the students, 
said Richard Hess, board president. 


The investigation was called by the dis- 


trict Teachers' Council in dissatisfaction 
with some of the district's practices and 
attitudes towards improvement, accord- 
ing to Thomas Lundeen, Teachers' Coun- 
cil president. 


Although the investigation was called 


this summer, teachers later voted to de- 
lay it until Oct. 18. Morris Andrews, IEA 
director at Oak Brook and state negotia- 
tor, said the investigation would begin 
immediately following the 18th, which is 
a Sunday. 


The board of education has taken no 


formal stand on the investigation which 
may lead to a professional sanction of 
the district. 


Hess said, "We're sorry the teachers 


are sanctioning the district," but said the 
board had no plans to delay the action. 


He said Monday that no further nego- 


tiation sessions had been scheduled to his 
knowledge, but said that the board was 
willing to meet with teachers at any 
time. 


ALTHOUGH AN agreement on teach- 


er's contracts was reached last week, 
there has been no formal acceptance of 
the contract by either teachers or the 
board, according to Lundeen. 


The board will not ratify the contract 


until the teachers withdraw two related 
requests, one being the continuance of 
the investigation, and the formation of a 
teachers committee to identify problems 
in the district. 


Some of the problems which the teach- 


ers 
want investigated are 
commu- 


nications with parents, large class sizes, 
inconsistencies in the administration and 
apparent lack of concern in some areas 
by the board, Lundeen said. 


Although Hess said the board was will- 


ing to meet with the teachers' represen- 
tatives in further negotiations, he offered 
no alternatives that the board would 
make if they did meet. 


He said, "We made the last offer'and 


approved it. It's up to the teachers." 


Lundeen said the teachers were not 


planning to withdraw their requests.

He'll Take Cessna Over Car

Ed Nastek is more relaxed sitting to 


the cockpit of his single-engine Cessna 
172 Skyhavvk than behind the wheel of his 
squad car. 


"Believe it or not, flying is still a lot 


safer these days than driving around the 
block," explained the 31-year-old Mount 
Prospect policeman, who learned to fly 
about five years ago. 


N a s t e k , a resident of Arlington 


Heights, has logged more than 300 hours 
in the air during his flight career and at 
least 10 times that many hours on the 
street as a policeman for Mount Pros- 
pect. 


"Although many people are still appre- 


hensive about airplanes, especially small 
aircraft, I still feel safer in the Cessna 
than I do in my own car. There aren't as 
many women on the runways," he added 
in jest. 


Nastek, who's been to more auto acci- 


dents and fender benders than a tow 
truck, endorses the sport and the safety 
of small aircraft. "You have more con- 
trol over your airplane than you do your 
car. You're always worrying about the 
other driver on the street, but in an air- 


plane, you don't have the same problem 
with traffic," he said. 


"GENERALLY, mid-air collisions are 


very rare, but they're so well publicized 
that many people think this is the biygest 
danger in flying. But that's not true. The 
most common cause of airplane acci- 
dents is weather. Thunder squalls, thun- 
derstorms and the change in weather 
conditions, especially on cross-country 
flights, are the causes of most airplane 
crashes," Nastek said. 


Nastek is part-owner of the Cessna, 


which he and three other policemen pur- 
chased in March. The single-engine, four 
passenger plane is tied down at DuPage 
County Airport. "Each man pays for his 
own gasoline, and then we kick in a cer- 
tain amount of money, depending on how 
many hours we log, for general mainte- 
nance and repairs," Nastek explained.

I think that's the most diffi- 
cult, single maneuver for the person 
who's just learning to fly," he explained. 


Nastek is currently working toward his 


instructor's permit and instrument rating 
classification. "I still have about 30 
hours simulated instrument-flight train- 
ing left before I can qualify to fly on 
instruments rather than relying on visual 
flight restrictions," he explained. 


As for his instructor's permit, Nastek 


is eligible now to qualify for the three 
FAA exams required for instructorship.

Ah' To 'Ouch' As Gas War Ends 


The cost of driving is going up. 
Wheeling and Buffalo Grove motorists 


who pull into service stations and tell the 
attendant to "fillerup" are paying up to 
$1 more for that fillup than they were 
last week. 


According to service station managers 


and owners in the Wheeling and Buf- 
falo Grove area the reason for the price 
change is that the petroleum companies 
have ended the financial aid they were 
giving 'o dealers during the "price war." 


According to Pete Johnson, one of the 


owners of the Ranch Mart Mobil Station, 
Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads in Buf- 
falo Grove, "the prices you see now are 
the normal ones. Until last week, it was 
a price >var market." 


JOHNSON EXPLAINED, "In a price 


war, as the price drops, the oil com- 
panies give their station 'dealer aid.' The 


petroleum company takes a portion of 
the loss and the dealer takes a portion." 


According to Johnson the price war 


came to an end last week when the oil 
companies began notifying service sta- 
tion owners that the aid would end. 


Johnson said that "without price wars, 


the current prices are thes gas will 
cost — at least until it gees up again." 
Johnson said he was notified late last 
week the financial aid from the oil com- 
pany would end. 


In Wheeling, Gary Lyne, one of the 


owners of the Dundee and Wolf Standard 
Service, said that prices at his station 
climbed from 34.9 to 39.9 cents per gallon 
for regular grade gas. 


"IN A WAY I'm glad to see it (the 


price hike)," he said. "Every time there 
is a drop in the prices, we have to absorb 
a good portion of the drop." According to 
Lyne, the oil company absorbs "only a

of objections to the rezoning. The list has 
been sent to village and school officials 
and various state and national officials 
including U.S. Rep.

Accident Rescue 
Was Jet-Powered

Residents strained against a rope bor- 


dering the football field at St. Alphonsus 
Catholic School, Sunday to see the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police demonstrate a 
helicopter rescue. 


In a whirl of dust and leaves, two jet- 


powered helicopters landed at the school 
site in Prospect Heights. Sheriff Joseph 
Woods got out of one of the helicopters 
and walked to a speaker's podium, sta- 
tioned in front of the spectators. 


Woods had a good-sized audience. It 


was a crisp, sunny day and several hun- 
dred residents had come out to watch the 
demonstration. 


Woods told his audience that the coun- 


ty police would like to buy several heli- 
copters like the one he landed in. "We 
have received a grant of $500,000 from 
the federal government for our helicop- 
ter program, but the Cook County Board 
has not yet approved it. The program 
proposal has been referred to the board's 
finance committee for two months." 


"We may have to wait until Novem- 


ber." added Woods, who is a candidate 
for Cook County Board President in the 
November elections. 


After swearing in all of the children at 


the demonstration as junior deputies, 
Woods took his seat to watch the helicop- 
ters in action. 


Two wrecked cars were parked on the 


football field, to represent an automobile 
accident. A 'compact sports car raced 
onto the field and two passengers jumped 
out to investigate the accident. 


little over half the price cut. We'd cover 
the other half," Like other owners, Lyne 
was forced to return his prices to what 
he termed was their normal level after 
the oil company notified} him the aid 
would end. 


Owners had varying answers as to why 


the price war ended. According to 
Joe Bulgarelli, manager and owner of 
the General Car Center on Dundee Road 
in Buffalo Grove, "In the summer gas 
prices always go down. Summer gasoline 
is cheaper to refine and market." 


However, with the coming of whiter, 


Bulgarelli said, the price of gasoline goes 
up because of the additives that are put 
into the gasoline during the winter 
months. 


LYNE EXPLAINED the end of the 


"war" this way: "What happened was 
this. In the last six to eight months the 
major oil firms have been going up and 


down with their prices because one of the 
firms has been playing games with gas 
prices. With the new lead-free gasoline 
this company has introduced though, it 
can't afford to play games any more. So, 
from what I gather, the prices will stabi- 
lize." 


Johnson said the "war" ended princi- 


pally because the gas stations couldn't 
afford it. 


All the owners polled by the Herald, 


reported the price hikes affected their 
business, though the degree to which it 
was affected varied among the stations. 


Johnson said that the price hikes had 


little effect on his business: "Though 
there are always (price) shoppers about 
85 per cent of all customers have very 
little idea of what they are paying for 
gasoline. "But," said Johnson, "we oper- 
ate a little differently than most stations. 
We don't get involved in gas wars any 


more than necessary. We get hurt less 
than most on price wars and price hikes 
because most of our customers are regu- 
lar customers." 


SAID LYNE, "About five out of every 


100 customers noticed the price hike. 
Most who noticed were friendly about it, 
though they didn't like it. But the local 
dealer has no say-so over the price of 
gas." 


Bulgarelli said most of his customer no- 


ticed the price change "and reacted un- 
favorably, but that is understandable. 
You get a fillup for $5 and all of a sud- 
den, it's $6. It turns your head a litlte bit. 
All we can do is to explain the circum- 
stances." 


As to future price hikes, none of the 


owners predicted any increase in the 
near future. But, said Bulgarelli, in a 
few years, "I think the price of gas will 
be about 50 cents a gallon." 


Over a loudspeaker, the spectators 


could hear the voice of a woman calling 
the county police.

taneously. 


Soon after the helicopters lifted off for 


a four-minute trip to St. Alexius Hospital, 
an ambulance pulled up by the fire en- 
gines. A squad car full of county police- 
man helped to carry the "victims" from 
the second car to the ambulance. 


The ambulance sped away and the fire- 


men packed their saw and wound up the 
hoses. Silence settled over the smoky, 
misty field. 


The demonstration culminated a series 


of activities scheduled by the Prospect 
Heights Fire Department for Fire Pre- 
vention Week. Beauty contests, open 
houses, parades and school visits were 
held last week by the firemen.

Association 


(IEA) investigation of School Dist. 59's 
educational practices will in no way af- 
fect the normal activities of the students, 
said Richard Hess, board president. 


The investigation was called by the dis- 


trict Teachers' Council in dissatisfaction 
with some of the district's practices and 
attitudes towards improvement, accord- 
ing to Thomas Lundeen, Teachers' Coun- 
cil president. 


Although the investigation was called 


this summer, teachers later voted to de- 
lay it until Oct. 18. Morris Andrews, IEA 
director at Oak Brook and state negotia- 
tor, said the investigation would begin 
immediately following the 18th, which is 
a Sunday. 


The board of education has taken no 


formal stand on the investigation which 
may lead to a professional sanction of 
the district. 


Hess said, "We're sorry the teachers 


are sanctioning the district," but said the 
board had no plans to delay the action. 


He said Monday that no further nego- 


tiation sessions had been scheduled to his 
knowledge, but said that the board was 
willing to meet with teachers at any 
time. 


ALTHOUGH AN agreement on teach- 


er's contracts was reached last week, 
there has been no formal acceptance of 
the contract by either teachers or the 
board, according to Lundeen.' 


The board will not ratify the contract 


until the teachers withdraw two related 
requests, one being the continuance of 
the investigation, and the formation of a 
teachers committee to identify problems 
in the district. 


Some of the problems which the teach- 


ers 
want 
investigated are 
commu- 


nications with parents, large class sizes, 
inconsistencies in the administration and 
.apparent lack of concern in some areas 
by the board, Lundeen said. 


Although Hess said the board was will- 


ing to meet with the teachers' represen- 
tatives in further negotiations, he offered 
no alternatives that the board would 
make if they did meet, 


He said, "We made the last offer and 


approved it. It's up to the teachers," 


Lundeen said the teachers were not 


planning to withdraw their requests.

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He'll Take Cessna Over Car

Ed Nastek is more relaxed sitting ki 


the cockpit of his single-engine Cessna 
172 Skyhawk than behind the wheel of his 
squad car. 


"Believe it or not, flying is still a lot 


safer these days than driving around the 
block," explained the 31-year-old Mount 
Prospect policeman, who learned to fly 
about five years ago. 


N a s t e k , a resident 
of Arlington 


Heights, has logged more than 300 hours 
in the air during his flight career and at 
least 10 times that many hours on the 
street as a policeman for Mount Pros- 
pect. 


"Although many people are still appre- 


hensive about airplanes, especially small 
aircraft, I still feel safer in the Cessna 
than I do in my own car. There aren't as 
many women on the runways," he added 
in jest. 


Nastek, who's been to more auto acci- 


dents and fender benders than a tow 
truck, endorses the sport and the safety 
of small aircraft. "You have more con- 
trol over your airplane than you do your 
car. You're always worrying about the 
other driver on the street, but in an air- 


plane, you don't have the same problem 
with traffic," he said. 


"GENERALLY, mid-air collisions are 


very rare, but they're so well publicized 
that many people think this is the biggest 
danger in flying. But that's not true. The 
most common cause of airplane acci- 
dents is weather. Thunder squalls, thun- 
derstorms and the change in weather 
conditions, especially on cross-country 
flights, are the causes o£ most airplane 
crashes," Nastek said. 


Nastek is part-owner of the Cessna, 


which he and three other policemen pur- 
chased in March. The single-engine, four 
passenger plane is tied down at DuPage 
County Ail-port. "Each man pays for his 
own gasoline, and then we kick in a cer- 
tain amount of money, depending on how 
many hours we log, for general mainte- 
nance and repairs," Nastek explained. 


The four polots, three policemen and 


one ex-policeman, call themselves "The 
Flying Stars." "Every co-op has a name. 
That's part of the fun of flying," Nastek 
said. The three other members of the

"CERTAIN AREAS are restricted to 


small aircraft in and around the airport, 
and these ceiling restrictions keep chang- 
ing. That's the most difficult part of fly- 
ing once the pilot masters the landing 
maneuver. I think that's the most diffi- 
cult, single maneuver for the person 
who's just learning to fly," he explained. 


Nastek is currently working toward his 


instructor's permit and instrument rating 
classification. "I still have about 30 
hours simulated instrument-flight train- 
ing left before I can qualify to fly on 
instruments rather than relying on visual 
flight restrictions," he explained. 


As for his instructor's permit, Nastek 


is eligible now to qualify for the three 
FAA exams reqiured for instructorship. 
"But that's no easy task," he said.

Avoiding accidents on muddy roads in 


Schnumburg Township is a two way 
street. 


Motorists are urged to use particular 


caution in construction zones, and con- 
tractors are required to keep the thor- 
oiighways cleared of mud. 


"We attempt to locate areas where 


there's mud on roads and advisecon- 
tractors to clean up," said Capt. William 
Gentille, of the State Police following a 
recent accident on slippery Rte. 53 be- 
tween Rtes. 58 and 72. 


"The fields are muddy and when 


trucks pull out on the pavement they car- 
ry the mud with them. When we see this 
we tell drivers to clean up or else," he 
added. 


"The situation was apparent as soon as 


police arrived," Gentille said. "Con- 
tractors on state highway projects are 
usually careful. It's part of their contract 
to keep the road clean," Gentille said. 


After the recent accident the truckers 


were notified and so was the state high- 
way department, Lundall and Greco are 
contracted in the area where the acci- 
dent took place. 


"The drivers aren't totally con- 


scientious but their supervisors usually 
are and the Job gets done," Gentille said. 


"It's a common problem, especially af- 


ter rain," he added, "Any area where 
trucks are entering the road, signs are 
posted. People should be on the alert and 
do what is necessary . ,. slow down." 


The procedure used in cleaning roads 


depends on what equipment is on hand, 
said Tony Greco of Greco Rosemont Con- 
solidated, road contractor on Golf Road, 


In standard situations the road is 


scraped clean at the end of the work day, 
he said. 


Slippery conditions caused by rain are 


corrected immediately, he added. 


"We're required to do so," Greco said 


"But, each situation is different, we 
clean the road as often as necessary." 


"On days when rain is particularly 


hard we don't work, so there should be 
no mud dragged on roads by our 
trucks," he added.

N. LaSalle St., Chicago. 


STROMBERG, AN attorney with Ash- 


craft and Ashcraft, said he will ask the 
ICC to deny Sellergren's request in favor 
of one of two alternatives. 


Stromberg said that Sellergren's prop- 


erty should be serviced by Ferndale Util- 
ity Co. or the Village of Palatine. 


Ferndale Utility Co. is privately owned 


and located north of Palatine, Once be- 
fore, Ferndale asked to service the 
Pebble Creek Golf Course, but was 
turned down by the ICC when the Village 
intervened and opposed the proposition. 


The Village has refused to service the 


Sellergren complex unless the developer 
annexes his property to Palatine. At pre- 
sent, negotiations between Village offi- 
cials and Sellergren to annex have 
failed. Sellergren plans to build 1,350 
apartments. The Village, however, wants 
him to reduce the number of units to 
1,000. 


STROMBERG SAID, "This would be 


the best way to settle the matter — if the 
property was annexed to the village. We 
hope an understanding can be worked 
out." 


"We just do not want a sewage treat- 


ment plant on the residential area," he 
said. "Pebble Greek, which flows -into 
Winston Park from the golf course, can- 
not handle the overflow." 


Jack Scollay, a resident of Reseda 


West who attended Saturday's home- 
owners meeting, said, "In essence, we 
are going to fight this thing." 


Sellergren has said that he did not feel 


the homeowner's opposition was valid. 
He said the treatment plant will not pol- 
lute or overflow the creek. 


Previously, he said "We have made 


many overtures to annex to Palatine, but 
we cannot afford to meet the conditions 
the village has set for us." 


IF 
THE ICC denies 
Sellergren's 


request, he will then meet with the Cook 
County Zoning Board of Appeals on Oct. 
19 in the Village Hall to ask for a special 
use permit which would allow him to 
give the water and sewage services 
away, but not sell them. 


Stromberg said residents are now pass- 


ing a petition among homeowners to pre- 
sent to the County board at this time. 


The outcome of the ICC hearing will 


take at least 30 days to be made public, 
said June Boston, Palatine deputy clerk. 
For this reason, Sellergren has, as a 
safety measure, asked to appear before 
the County board next week so that he 
can, depending on who gives, him per- 
mission, start construction as soon as 
possible.

Leaders of the Countryside YMCA are 


now making preparations to launch the 
first building fund campaign in their two- 
year history. 


Herman Hertog, executive director, 


said plans are being drawn up to raise 
money to support construction of a 
Y-facility at the corner of Northwest 
Highway and Baldwin Road. 


Wednesday night, the executive com- 


mittee of the YMCA board of directors 
will review a tentative building cam- 
paign plan which will run from Nov. 15 
to March of next year. 


Hertog said no estimates of how much 


money will be needed or how much the 
proposed facility will cost have been 
made at this time. 


He said a cost figure should be calcu- 


lated within the next month, however. 


ORIGINALLY, the building campaign 


was not to begin until the recently held 
membership campaign was completed. 
Out of a total goal of 2,000 members, 
Hertog said the "Y" now has 1,925 mem- 
bers. 


Hertog said the membership drive 


should be completed in February, and 
then the residential part of the building 
campaign will be launched. 


The membership drive and the build- 


ing campaign are two separate things, he 
said. The membership drive is designed 
to secure enough contributing members 
(on an average of $33 per year per mem- 
ber) to support ongoing programs and 
activities. The building campaign is de- 
signed to raise funds solely for the con- 
struction of a facility. 


Since its beginning in May of 1968, 


Countryside YMCA has operated without 
a facility, holding programs and activi- 
ties in rented community buildings. 


HERTOG SAID the membership drive 


should be completed before the building 
campaign begins. "A lot of people don't 
understand that a YMCA must first exist 
and operate successfully before it can 
have a building." 


At this point, a tentative plan for the 


building drive has been developed and a 
facility planning consultant has been 
hired. Hertog said the National YMCA 
Building and Furnishing Service has 
been contracted to help the Countryside 
board plan the proposed facility and hire 
an architect to design the building. 


"The final planning of the building will 


be entirely in the hands of the member- 
ship of the Countryside YMCA," Hertog 
said. 


Members must agree to support any 


proposal before it is put into effect. A 
series of informative meetings will be 
held in the months to follow to give each 
member a chance to review the plan be- 
fore committing himself, Hertog said. 


Hertog hopes that the Y-facility will be 


completed by May 9, 1972 — four years 
after Countryside'YMCA was founded. 
This will be the fastest any community 
YMCA facility in the United States has 
ever been built after a local "Y" was 
founded. 


"SOME PEOPLE are beginning to tell 


us that it's wishful thinking, but we still 
hope to make it," Hertog said. 


The "Y" is currently headquartered in 


the Leadership Center, 115 W. Johnson 
St., Palatine. 


The proposed facility will be located on 


a 10-acre tract, which local developer L. 
F. Draper donated to Countryside last 
April, and will serve Palatine, Rolling 
Meadows and other surrounding commu- 
nities.

associate to Reuben, said. 


Harmon told the attorney that another 


ordinance was passed saying evidence 
must be shown that land improvements 
have to be installed at local devel- 
opments or that bonds be secured show- 
ing money is available for their in- 
stallation. 


A provision in the ordinance also 


stated that the requirement for improve- 
ments could be waived if a special hard- 
ship was proven. 


The concession was granted to Men- 


sik's people, Harmon told Bashwiner. 
Harmon questioned the reason for the 
hardship, but no answer was given, 
Bashwiner said. 


THE FOLLOWING DAY, state officials

Why the exception was made still has

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OTSD Fine 
Sought In 
Court Suit 


"Failure to secure a permit" is the 


basis for a suit filed recently by the 
Prospect Heights Old Town Sanitary Dis- 
trict (OTSD) against Wilham Blauw. 


An OTSD ordinance requires that no 


one modify the drainage in the district 
without first securing a permit from the 
district 


Blauw requested a permit from Cook 


County, but not OTSD, to dump dirt fill 
in the Mlllcrest slough Blauw owns a 
one-acre lot, located at the northwest 
corner of Willow Road and Owen Street. 
The site is partially under water. He said 
he plans to fill the lower end of his lot in 
order to construct a single family home 
on the land, 


This summer, membeis of the Cook 


County Zoning Board of Appeals voted to 
deny Blauw's request for a permit A fi- 
nal ruling has not yet been made by the 
Cook County Board 


AT A HEARING before the county zon- 


ing board, Blauw admitted he had 
dumped fill onto his property before se- 
curing a permit. He was cited by OTSD 
and later by the county zoning depart- 
ment for the violation. 


According to Richaid Schuld, OTSD 


president, "Blauw and his attorney, John 
Haas, were notlfed several times by our 
district that they must secure a permit 
to dump fill 
But they ignored our 


requests " 


Schuld will have a chance to voice his 


objections before a county judge as soon 
as a court date is set. OTSD's first com- 
plaint was dismissed by the county court 
because of a technicality. It did not state 
what "relief' or end the district was 
seeking 


According to Schuld, the suit is being 


filed to collect a district fine "The fine 
in our district for failing to secure a per- 
mit after notification is $10 to $100 a 
day " 


OTSD'S COMPLAINT is not valid, ac- 


cording to David Krause, Blauw's attor- 
ney "We don't feel OTSD has the au- 
thority to pass this type of ordinance. 
The ordinance is so vague it is, not defi- 
nite who is supposed to secure a per- 
mit." 


Ordinance violations are not the only 


complaint OTSD has against Blauw. 
"Land fill in the slough will aggravate 


flooding conditions," said Schuld "It is 
just like putting a tennis ball into a cup 
of coffee " 


Objections to the proposed land fill 


have also been filed with the county by 
the Prospect Heights Park District, 
Wheeling Township highway commission- 
er, the Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission and residents living near the 
slough 


The residents' objections were sent to 


the county zoning board in the form of a 
petition with 277 signatures. According to 
Max Lyle, who led the petitioners, "88 
per cent of the residents living in the 
immediate vicinity of the slough, bound- 
ed by Elmhurst, Wheeling, Palatine and 
Camp McDonald roads, are represented 
by the petition 


The residents and agencies objecting to 


the land fill charged it would destroy the 
natural ecological balance and aggravate 
flooding conditions

Light Vetoed At Crossing 


Traffic does not warrant a stop light at 


the intersection of Euclid Avenue and 
Sycamore Lane according to. the Illinois 
Division of Highways. 


The state highway department took a 


traffic count at the intersection on Aug. 
28 and 29, at the request of the River 
Trail Park District. 


The park district wants a traffic light 


at the Intersection so that pedestrians 
can cross Euclid Avenue to reach Wood- 
land Trails Park. A swimming pool and 
both house were recently constructed at 
the park site. 


The state requires that there be a flow 


of 900 cars every hour, for a continuous 
eight-hour period on a main street (Eu- 
clid) to warrant a stop light. And there 
must be 75 cars every hour, for eight 


hours, on a side street (Sycamore). 


The traffic along Euclid Avenue met 


the state requirement; however, the traf- 
fic on Sycamore Lane did not. 


The state highway department sug- 


gested that the park district request a 
pedestrian light instead. At their meeting 
Thursday Park Commissioners said they 
were not sure whether this meant a 
flashing yellow light or a light that 
flashes red after a pedestrian pushes a 
button. 


The state department said the park 


district would be responsible for buying 
the light, installing it and maintaining it. 


The park commissioners directed Park 


Director Marvin Weiss to request more 
information concerning the pedestrian 
light from the division of Highways.

advised of the park district's^ intentions 
to purchase the site at a closed meeting 
Sept. 29. Neither park .commissioners nor 
village trustees would comment on the 
discussions. 


PARK DISTRICT officials say pur- 


chase of the site will preserve open 
space in the area and benefit residents in 
the district. 


The hearing tonight will be the third 


one on the Kenroy case. In addition to 
the public hearing before the judiciary 
committee, the Mount Prospect Plan 
Commission held two public hearings 
last summer. The plan commission, by a 
vote of 5 to 3, recommended the village 
board deny the request. 


Mayor Robert Teichert said he expects 


a final decision will be made on the Ken- 
roy case tonight. "However, this decision 
requires action by the board, and the 
trustees could postpone a decision if they 
wish," he added.

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Officials To Explain 
Pact Non-Renewals 


Harper College officials have been or- 


dered to tell former teachers, Mrs. Betty 
Enbysk and Edward Kalish, why they 
were not offered new contracts almost 
two years ago. 


That was a portion of the ruling hand- 


ed down Friday morning by Judge Abra- 
ham L. Marovitz in U.S. District Court. 


Marovltz submitted a memorandum on 


the ruling to attorneys Frank Mines and 
Marvin Clink, representing the college, 
and Richard Wexler, representing Kalish 
and Mrs. Enbysk, 


His ruling means that Count I, con- 


cerning alleged civil rights violations, 
will not be ruled upon until it can be 
determined if Harper violated the teach- 
ers' civil rights. 


COUNT II, IN WHICH the two teachers 


charged a conspiracy among Harper offi- 
cials and board members, was rejected

Count III, which charges Robert Land, 


college president, and Richard Johnson, 
former board president, with defamation, 
was not ruled on. Marovitz wrote that he 
was "not presently aware of immunity" 
for the two men. 


Marovitz' reason for requesting a let- 


ter of explanation for the teachers Is that 
he cannot determine if the teachers' civil 
rights were violated in December, 1968. 


He began the memorandum by stating 


that the facts in the controversy were 


' "not disputed." 


However, he added that nontenured 


teachers cannot be denied continued em- 
ployment "only because they engaged in 
constitutionally protected activities." 


So, Marovitz will try to determine if 


the teachers' civil rights were violated. 
On Nov. 9, Marovitz will hear a status 
report on the case. 


HE STATED, "we are not convinced 


that a hearing in this case is required," 
and that Kalish and Mrs. Enbysk may 
respond when they receive the statement 
from the college. 


Then, "it will be easier to determine 


whether or not a cause of action really 
exists," he wrote. 


Lawyers for both sides said after the 


10 minute hearing in Chicago's Federal 
Building that they would study the mem- 
orandum carefully. 


The Kalish-Enbysk suit was originally 


scheduled to go to trial in February, but 
it has been continued several times. In 
May, Marovitz asked for both sides to 
try for an out-of-court settlement. How- 
ever, negotiations failed. 


Kalish, a history professor, and Mrs. 


Enbysk, an associate professor in geolo- 


gy, were informed in December, 1968, 
they would not be offered teaching con- 
tracts for the 1969-70 school year. 


In May, 1969, they filed the $350,000 


damage suit after Harper trustees voted 
not to give them contracts and declined 
to explain thenonrenewal decision. 


THE PAIR CHARGED that the college 


violated their civil rights by not reap- 
pointing them, that board chairman 
Johnson (still serving on the board) and 
college administrators made false state- 
ments that damaged the two teachers' 
professional -reputations, and that the 
college administrators conspired to end 
the teachers' contracts with the board. 


The answer, filed on behalf of Harper, 


the trustees and administrators Lahti, 
John Birkholtz, John Thompson and G. 
Kenneth Andeen (no longer employed by 
Harper), denied the charges. 


It asked that the court rule the trustees 


were acting for the college and cannot be 
held individually liable. Also, it stated 
"no right, privileges, or immunities" of 
the two plaintiffs were violated, ant that 
no conspiracy took place because college 
officials were acting lawfully. 


The answer also denied "the plaintiffs, 


at all times, faithfully and diligently dis- 
charged their duties."

Heights, has logged more than 300 hours 
in the ail dm ing his flight career and at 
least 10 times that many houis on the 
street as a policeman foi Mount Pros- 
pect 


' Although many people aie still appre- 


hensive about an planes, especially small 
auciaft I still feel safer in the Cessna 
than I do in my own cai Theie aren't as 
many women on the lunways " he added 
in jest 


Nastek, who's been to more auto acci- 


dents and fender benders than a tow 
tiuck endorses the sport and the safety 
of small aircraft "You have moie con- 
tiol ovei yout an plane than you do your 
cai You're always woirying about the 
othei drivei on the street, but in an air- 
plane, you don't have the same problem 
\vith traffic " he said 


"GENERALLY, mid-air collisions are 


veiy rare, but they're so well publicized 


that many people think this is the biggest 
danger m flying But that's not true The 
most common cause of airplane acci- 
dents is weather Thunder squalls, thun- 
dei storms and the change in weathei 
conditions, especially on cross-country 
flights, are the causes of most airplane 
crashes," Nastek said 


Nastek is part-owner of the Cessna, 


which he and three other policemen pur- 
chased in March The single engine four 
passenger plane is tied down at DuPage 
County Airport "Each man pays for his 
own gasoline, and then we kick in a cer- 
tain amount of money, depending on how 
many hours we log, for geneial mainte- 
nance and repairs,' Nastek explained 


The four polots, three policemen and 


one ex-pohceman, call themselves "The 
Flying Stars " "Eveiy co-op has a name 
That's part of the fun of flying," Nastek 
said The three other members of the 
club are Dick Pletz, of the Rolling Mead- 
ows police department, Bob Gurth of the 
Arlington Heights department, and Don 
Hughs, an ex-Arlington Heights police- 
man, who quit the force to work as a 
salesman for a company in the area 


"Flying with a co-op is just about the 


least expensive route I know I couldn't 
afford to rent a plane, which costs about 
$20 an hour every time I wanted to fly It 
costs us a lot less this way Gasoline 


costs about 54 cents a gallon and the 
Cessna burns about eight gallons an 
hour That s ieasonabl,e, I think, ' Nastek 
said

Jet-Powered Rescue Demonstrated

Residents strained against a rope bor- 


dering the football field at St Alphonsus 
Catholic School, Sunday to see the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police demonstrate a 
helicopter rescue 


In a whirl of dust and leaves, two jet- 


powered helicopters landed at the school

accident A compact sports car raced 
onto the field and two passengers jumped 
out to investigate the accident

As the helicopter team lifted the auto 


victims onto stretchers, one of the cars

Soon after the helicopters lifted oft for 


a four-minute trip to St Alexius Hospital, 
an ambulance pulled up by the fire en- 
gines A squad car full of county police- 
man helped to carry the "victims" from 
the second car to the ambulance ' 


The ambulance sped away and the fire- 


men packed their saw and wound up the 
hoses Silence settled over the smoky,

ham L. Marovitz in U.S. District Court. 


Marovitz submitted a memorandum on 


the ruling to attorneys Frank Hines and 
Marvin Glink. repiesentmg the college, 
and Richard Wexler, representing Kalish 
and Mis. Enbysk. 


His ruling means that Count I, con- 


cerning alleged civil rights violations, 
will not be ruled upon until it can be 
determined if Harper violated the teach- 
ers' civil rights. 


COUNT II, IN WHICH the two teachers 


charged a conspiracy among Harper offi- 
cials and board members, was rejected

Count HI, which charges Robert Lahti, 


college president, and Richard Johnson, 
former board president, with defamation, 
was not ruled on. Marovitz wrote that he 
was "not presently aware of immunity" 
for the two men 


Marovitz' reason for requesting a let- 


ter of explanation for the teachers is that 
he cannot determine if the teachers' civil 
rights were violated in December, 1968. 


He began the memorandum by stating 


that the facts in the controversy were 
"not disputed." 


However, he added that nontenured 


teachers cannot be denied continued em- 
ployment "only because they engaged in 
constitutionally protected activities." 


So, Marovitz will try to determine if 


the teachers' civil rights were violated. 
On Nov. 9, Marovitz will hear a status 
report on the case. 


HE STATED, "we are not convinced 


that a hearing in this case is required," 
and that Kalish and Mrs. Enbysk may 
respond when they receive the statement 
from the college. 


Then, "it will be easier to determine 


whether or not a cause of action really 
exists," he wrote 


Lawyers for both sides said after the 


10 minute hearing in Chicago's Federal 
Building that they would study the mem- 
orandum carefully. 


The Kalish-Enbysk suit was originally 


scheduled to go to trial in February, but 
it has been continued several tunes. In 
May, Marovitz asked for both sides to 
try for an out-of-court settlement. How- 
ever, negotiations failed. 


Kalish, a history professor, and Mrs, 


Enbysk, an associate professor in geolo- 


gy, were informed in December, 1968, 
they would not be offered teaching con- 
tracts for the 1969-70 school year. 


In May, 1969, they filed the $350,000 


damage suit after Harper trustees voted 
not to give them contracts and declined 
to explain thenonrenewal decision. 


THE PAIR CHARGED that the college 


violated their civil rights by not reap- 
pointing them, that board chairman 
Johnson (still serving on the board) and 
college administrators made false state- 
ments that damaged the two teachers' 
professional reputations, and that the 
college administrators conspired to end 
the teachers' contracts with the board. 


The answer, filed on behalf of Harper, 


the trustees and administrators Lahti, 
John Birkholtz, John Thompson and G. 
Kenneth Andeen (no longer employed by 
Harper), denied the charges. 


It asked that the court rule the trustees 


were acting for the college and cannot be 
held individually liable. Also, it stated 
"no right, privileges, or immunities" of 
the two plaintiffs were violated, ant that 
no conspiracy took place because college 
officials were acting lawfully. 


The answer also denied "the plaintiffs, 


at all times, faithfully and diligently dis- 
charged their duties."

He'll Take Cessna Over Car

Eel Nastek is more relaxed sitting in 


the cockpit of his single-engine Cessna 
172 Skyhawk than behind the wheel of his 
squad car. 


"Believe it or not, flying is still a lot 


safer these days than driving around the 
block," explained the 31-year-old Mount 
Prospect policeman, who learned to fly 
about five years ago. 


N a s t e k , a resident of Arlington 


Heights, has logged more than 300 hours 
in the ail- during his flight career and at 
least 10 times that many hours on the 
street as a policeman for Mount Pros- 
pect. 


"Although many people are still appre- 


hensive about airplanes, especially small 
aircraft, I still feel safer in the Cessna 
than I do in my own car. There aren't as 
many women on the runways," he added 
in jest, 


Nastek, who's been to more auto acci- 


dents and fender benders than a tow 
truck, endorses the sport and the safety 
of small aircraft. "You have more con- 
trol over your airplane than you do your 


car. You're always worrying about the 
other driver on the street, but in an air- 
plane, you don't have the same problem 
with traffic," he said. 


"GENERALLY, mid-air collisions are 


very rare, but they're so well publicized 
that many people think this is the biggest 
danger in flying. But that's not true. The 
most common cause of airplane acci- 
dents is weather, Thunder squalls, thun- 
derstorms and the change in weather 
conditions, especially on cross-country 
flights, are the causes of most airplane 
crashes," Nastek said. 


Nastek is part-owner of the Cessna, 


which he and three other policemen pur- 
chased in March. The single-engine, four 
passenger plane is tied down at DuPage 
County Airport. "Each man pays for his 
own gasoline, and then we kick in a cer- 
tain amount of money, depending on how 
many hours we log, for general mainte- 
nance and repairs," Nastek explained. 


The four polots, three policemen and 


one ex-policeman, call themselves "The 
Flying Stars." "Every co-op has a name. 
That's part of the fun of flying," Nastek

A Jack-O'Lantern 


When you grow an 83-pound pumpkin 


the best thing to do with it is make a 
jack-olantern, not a pie. 


That, at least, is the way such giant 


vegetables are handled at the Charles 
Staadt residence, 314 S. Evergreen Ave., 
Arlington Heights. 


"It takes a long time to get a pumpkin 


to the pie-baking stage. We find that can- 
ned pumpkin suits our purpose," Mrs.

she sold.

years because they deliberately grow 
large ones on their vine. 


"It's really very easy. All you have to

at 
O'Hare 
airport 
necessitates 


changes in the FAA regulations for small 
planes. There are a lot of restrictions on 
pilots who fly small planes in the vicinity 
of a major airport. 


"CERTAIN AREAS are restricted to 


small aircraft in and around the airport, 
and these ceiling restrictions keep chang- 
ing. That's the most difficult part of fly- 
ing once the pilot masters the landing 
maneuver. I think that's the most diffi- 
cult, single maneuver for the person 
who's just learning to fly," he explained. 


Nastek is currently working toward his 


instructor's permit and instrument rating 
classification. "I still have about 30 
hours simulated instrument-flight train- 
ing left before I can qualify to fly on 
instruments rather than relying on visual 
flight restrictions," he explained. 


As for his instructor's permit, Nastek 


is eligible now to qualify for the three 
PAA exams required for instructorship. 
"But that's no easy task," he said.

Lawyers for both sides said after the 


10 minute hearing in Chicago's Federal 
Building that they would study the mem- 
orandum carefully. 


The Kalish-Enbysk suit was originally 


scheduled to go to trial in February, but 


it has been continued several limes In 
May, Marovitz asked for both sides to 
try for an out-of-court settlement. How- 
ever, negotiations failed. 


Kalish, a history professor, and Mrs. 


Enbysk, an associate professor in geolo- 
gy, were informed in December, 1968, 
they would not be offered teaching con- 
tracts for the 1969-70 school year. 


In May, 1969, they filed the $350,000 


damage suit after Harper trustees voted 
not to give them contracts and declined 
to explain thenonrenewal decision. 


THE PAIR CHARGED that the college 


violated their civil rights by not reap- 
pointing them, that board chairman 
Johnson (still serving on the board) and 
college administrators made false state- 
ments that damaged the two teachers' 
professional reputations, and that the 
college administrators conspired to end 
the teachers' contracts with the board. 


The answer, filed on behalf of Harper, 


the trustees and administrators Lahti, 
John Birkholtz, John Thompson and G. 
Kenneth Andeen (no longer employed by 
Harper), denied the charges. 


It asked that the court rule the trustees

' held individually liable. Also, it stated

His ruling means that Count I, con- 


cerning alleged civil rights violations, 
will not be ruled upon until it can be 
determined if Harper violated the teach- 
ers' civil rights. 


COUNT II, IN WHICH the two teachers 


charged a conspiracy among Harper offi- 
cials and board members, was rejected 
by Marovitz. 


Count III, which charges Robert Lahti, 


college president, and Richard Johnson, 
former board president, with defamation, 
was not ruled on. Marovitz wrote that he 
was "not presently aware of immunity" 
for the two men. 


Marovitz' reason for requesting a let- 


ter of explanation for the teachers is that 
he cannot determine if the teachers' civil 
rights were violated in December, 1968. 


He began the memorandum by stating 


that the facts in the controversy were 
"not disputed." 


However, he added that nontenured 


teachers cannot be denied continued em- 
ployment "only because they engaged in 
constitutionally protected activities." 


So, Marovitz will try to determine if 


the teachers' civil rights were violated. 
On Nov. 9, Marovitz will hear a status 
report on the case. 


HE STATED, "we are not convinced 


that a hearing in this case is required," 
and that Kalish and Mrs. Enbysk may 
respond when they receive the statement 
from the college. 


Then, "it will be easier to determine 


whether or not a cause of action really 
exists," he wrote. 


Lawyers for both sides said after the 


10 minute hearing in Chicago's Federal 


Building that they would study the mem- 
orandum carefully. 


The Kalish-Enbysk suit was originally 


scheduled to go to trial in February, but 
it has been continued several times. In 
May, 
Marovitz asked for both sides to 


try for an out-of-court settlement. How- 
ever, negotiations failed. 


Kalish, a history professor, and Mrs. 


Enbysk, an associate professor in geolo- 
gy, were informed in December, 1968, 
they would not be offered teaching con- 
tracts for the 1969-70 school year. 


In May, 1969, they filed the $350,000 


damage suit after Harper trustees voted 
not to give them contracts and declined 
to explain thenonrenewal decision. 


THE PAIR CHARGED that the college 


violated their civil rights by not reap- 
pointing them, that board chairman 
Johnson (still serving on the board) and 
college administrators made false state- 
ments that damaged the two teachers' 
professional reputations, and that the 
college administrators conspired to end 
the teachers' eontracts with the board. 


The answer, filed on behalf of Harper, 


the trustees and administrators Lahti, 
John Birkholtz, John Thompson and G. 
Kenneth Andeen (no longer employed by 
Harper), denied the charges. 


It asked that the court rule the trustees 


were acting for the college and cannot be 
held individually liable. Also, it stated 
"no right, privileges, or immunities" of 
the two plaintiffs were violated, ant that 
no conspiracy took place because college 
officials were acting lawfully. 


The answer also denied "the plaintiffs, 


at all times, faithfully and diligently dis- 
charged their duties."

Q. If a person has never worked under 


Social Security, is he eligible for social 
security monthly benefits at age 65? 


A. No, unless he could qualify as a de- 


pendent. 


Q. If a husband and wife have both 


worked under Social Security and both 
are age 65, will the wife receive her own 
or just half of her husband's benefits? 


A. The wife will receive her benefit 


based on her own work. If half of her 
husband's benefit is more than her own, 
she will receive an additional amount to 
raise her benefit to half of his. Where the 
husband is not receiving his benefit, per- 
haps because he has not retired or is 
younger than his wife, she can still re- 
ceive her own benefit. 


Q. I am currently hospitalized, and 


will be entering a nursing home shortly.

Do you want to know how polluted the 


drinking water is in the United States? 
Ask the Bureau of Water Hygiene (De- 
partment of HEW, Washington D.C.) 


In a 1969 nation-wide study, 41 per cent 


were found to deliver water of inferior 
quality, stmples considered good were 
found to have fecal bacteria, lead, cop- 
per, iron, manganese and nitrate. This 
was particularly true in communities 
serving less than 100,000 people. 


Anothpr shattering fact from the study 


was that 79 per cent of the systems were 
not inspected by state or county author- 
ities in the entire year of the study. In 50 
per cent of the cases, plant officials did 
not remember when, if ever, a state or 
local health department had last sur- 
veyed their supply. 


Only a little more than half of the sys- 


tems were found to be delivering water 


that met the United States Public Health 
S e r v i c e Drinking Water Standards. 
Records 
of bacteriologic 
surveillance 


programs (state and county) were re- 
viewed and a miniscule 10 per cent were 
found adequate. 


Inadequate research has not been able 


to establish long-term effects of chemical 
containments that are being introduced 
at the rate of 500 new compounds a year, 
(private, business, and government). 


I hope the voters have an opportunity 


to ask those running for office this elec- 
tion year what plans they have for at- 
tacking these serious problems. Congress 
voted $350 million to help the pollution 
fight but only $3 million for water sup- 
plies. How can one achieve anything 
without the other?

These People May Expect A Tip

The gratuity is a fast buck. It seems to 


change hands quicker than a man can 
make it. 


The amount of a tip is often a closely 


guarded secret between the tip employe 
and Uncle Sam — and then it sometimes 
shrinks substantially. 


A Paddock random survey revealed 


that 15 to 20 per cent of the check is a 
standard gratuity to the suburban wait- 
ress. 


Bartenders, when they get tips at all, 


generally garner about 15 per cent of the 
cost of a drink. Some places tips are so 
rare, the bartenders go into shock when 
they get them. I dropped 15 cents for a 
stein of beer at Shakey's in Mount Pros- 
pect, and the bartender treated me like 
Queen Elizabeth. (Shakey's is self-ser- 
vice food and drink,) 
; 


Coat room attendants still get a quar- 


ter; doormen, 50 cents. A motorist nvght 
give a parking attendant 25 cents, a dol- 
lar if he has to park it far away and in 
the rain, nothing if he drives like A. J. 
Foyt. 


SUBURBAN maitre d's generally go 


untipped, according to the people at Lan- 
cer's Restaurant and Henrici's O'Hare 
Inn. But the wine steward might get a 
dollar, depending on the way he presents 
hLt wines, his knowledge of the wine and 


type of conversation he offers, a man at 
the O'Hare Inn said. 


On the hotel-motel circuit, the cham- 


bermaids (approximately $1 a night), 
bus boys (25 to 35 cents) and courtesy 
car drivers ($1) sre the tip employes. 


"Conductors are not allowed to accept 


tips from baggage-carrying passengers," 
a Chicago and Northwestern public rela- 
tions man said. But if you board in Chi- 
cago, strap tags are marked with the red 
cap charge. 


AT O'HARE Airport a number of Del- 


ta, TWA and Braniff sky caps inter- 
viewed agreed that a quarter a bag was 
the usual gratuity. One red cap, a 20- 
year man, said that celebrities are the 
poorest tippers. "Jimmy Stewart tipped 
me a dime. But now, the King Family 
and their 70 bags of luggage — that's 
another story," he smiled, savoring the 
tip. 


Cab drivers said a minimum tip for 


them would be 15 per cent of the cost of 
the ride, 20 per cent adequate, 25 per 
cent, ideal. 


The service station attendant is consid- 


ered the person of the forgotten gratuity. 
Pat, owner of the Country, Aire Garage 
in Itasca, said, "Tipping is seldom 
done." A three-year man at Kruse's Ser- 
vice in Des Plaines said, "I'd just as 
soon people were polite than to give me a 
tip." 


MECHANICS get tips oftener than gas 


jockeys do, and even then their tips are 
few and far between. "Once a month 
maybe, we catch one," said a Ben- 
senville station attendant. 


When a man- puts on license plates, 


starts a car that stalls in front of the 
station, cleans the battery posts, puts in 
an emergency floor board or crawls un- 
der a car to "look" at a muffler in 30- 
degree weather, a 50-cent tip would cer- 
tainly not be out of order. 


The people who wash cars get 25 cents 


standard, especially if they don't bend 
the radio antenna. 


Golf course caddies at 
Arlington 


Heights' Rolling Green or Medinah Coun- 
try Club get rates based on their abili- 
ties. An "honor" caddy may charge a 
rate of $3.50 or $5 per bag for 18 holes 
and get besides a tip of $3 per bag. "A" 
and "B" caddies get less (Maybe $1.) 
It's best to check with the pro on cere- 
monies. 


IN THE beauty business, the rules of 


the tipping game are a little "hairy." If 
a shampoo girl wedges her long finger- 
nails in a customer's skull or drips cold 
water down her neck, the customer 
might cause a scene. Otherwise if ser- 
vice is adequate, an adequate tip is a 
quarter. 


You can hand a manicurist 25 to 50 


cents, and a hairdresser's average tip is 


50 cents to a dollar. Many beauty salon 
owners still don't accept tips. Since each 
one is different, a customer simply has 
to ask. 


Tipping to a hairdresser can mean 


streaks-in-the-hair kind as well as mon- 
ey-in-the-uniform-pocket kind. For a tip 
job (the former) a good tip (the latter) 
may mean $1.50 to S2. Ditto for a per- 
manent, hair-dye job or other more time- 
consuming service. 


THE OWNER of a Wood Dale beauty 


shop believes that the more expensive 
the service, the tighter the tips. "The av- 
erage housewife tips better than the 
wealthier customer," she commented. 


Jerry Delguidice from Jerry's Barber 


Shop in Mount Prospect said that he 
doesn't expect anything. "But if I get it I 
appreciate it," he said. 


The biggest tip Jerry ever got was 


$75.75 — 20 years ago. A winner at the 
track had his hair cut, gave Jerry $80 
and said, "Keep the change." Jerry adds 
that the big spender was perfectly sober 
at the time. . 


"I never give the barber anything," 


one man volunteered. "At $3.50 for a 
haircut, they make enough money off of 
me." 


About the best tip garnered from any 


of the professional tip-takers was this: 
Before you play the game of tipping, be 
sure to learn the score! 


I was amazed at what people would 


buy. But as an occasional flea market 
shopper, I knew that I had to price 
things so people could say, "Look what I 
got for only . . . cents!" Otherwise they 
wouldn't buy at all. 


AS A RESULT I moved an end table, 


some fancy dishes, a record player, a 
card table and other odds and ends for 
peanuts to the buyers, but big money for 
me, a first-time seller. About 1 p.m. the 
sales were really bjisk, and the niekles, 
dimes, quarters and occasional dollars 
were really adding up. I realized that I 
would soon be able to turn my aunties' 
rejects into a new chandelier, or new up- 
holstery for a chair, and I began to see 
great possibilities. 


I had been so busy for the past hour 


that I hadn't had time to eat, and a sand- 
wich brought by my husband lay next to 
my change box. 


"How much is that?" a lady with a 


cold appraising eye asked. 


"The upholstery scrubber?" I asked a 


bit too eagerly. I wanted desperately to 
unload it. 


"No, she said. "The sandwich." 
"TWENTY-FIVE CENTS," I replied 


without hesitation. The chandelier was 
getting closer so I could almost taste it. 


It tasted better than the sandwich. 


The last thing I ever hoped to sell was 


an old brass floor lamp. When a lady 
bought it — without the shade — I was 
truly surprised. I couldn't resist asking 
what she was going to do with it. She 
explained how she was going to make a 
towel stand out of it. I then offered her 
twice what she paid me for it, but she 
wouldn't sell it back. 


My biggest business was in books. Con- 


trary to McLuhan and other critics, 
people do read nowadays. Many thought 
my offerings were fabulous, saying. 
"Look at all these 'Nick Carters!' " And 
I had to convince a lady that Fielding's 
"Lord of the Flies'1 was a good buy for a 
dime. 


SURPRISING TO ME, the hard cover 


books didn't sell, but the paperbacks 
went like a California brush fire. Ob- 
viously people are less concerned with 
presenting an impressive bookshelf than 
with reading.

It's pretty hard to tell a man whose 


basement is flooded that the solution to 
his problem is two or three years off. 


Al Sander, Arlington Heights village 


engineer, told residents of the Ivy Hill 
subdivision last week that scheduled im- 
provements will help the problem in 
their northeast side neighborhood in the 
future. 


The complaints of flooding problems 


ranged from the excess water collecting 
at the Rand-Palatine roads intersection 
to a depth of sometimes three feet, raw 
sewage backing up into residents' homes 
and the pooling of water in backyards 
following a rain. 


The meeting between Ivy Hill resi- 


dents, village representatives and Meis- 
ter Nieburg, builders of the subdivision, 
was arranged after a mayor's round 
table discussion was held last month for 
residents of the area. Attending last 
week's meeting also was James Ryan, 
village board member. 


Sander said the flooding of the Rand- 


Palatine 
intersection 
could not 
be 


blamed on any one specific project. The 
developments in the entire area have 
added a small portion to the flooding 
problem, the village engineer said. 


Sander also said that a large part of 


the problem is outside of the village and 
a long-range solution for flooding of the 
entire area is needed. 


AMONG THE SUGGESTED improve- 


ments are the expansion of water deten- 
tion facilities, channel improvements of 
McDonald Creek and culvert improve- 
ments at Windsor Drive and Rand Road. 


One of the problems with the creek is 


that improvements have to start at the 
emptying point of the creek where it 
dumps into the Des Plaines river. Then, 
improvements have to work back from 
there, Sander said. 


The development of a Korvette store at 


the corner of Rand and Arlington Heights 
roads won't hurt the overall problem, but 
it won't help it either, the village engi- 
neer said. Developments which have 
been built recently are planned to pro- 
vide for the detention of water on the 
property but this includes only the water 
which falls on that land. 


The village could do some work to 


make water in the area run off faster, 
but this would mean dumping more wa- 
ter into McDonald Creek and causing 
more problems downstream, particularly 
Prospect Heights which already has sev- 
ere problems, Sander said. 


Sander told the group of about 15 resi- 


dents that improvements in the lift sta- 
tion in the area would be accomplished 
within the next few months and at least 
raw sewage back up would not occur 
during moderate rains. 


ALSO, THE ENGINEERING depart- 


ment is presently conducting a house-to- 
house survey in the area to discover ille- 
gal sump pump connections. These con- 
nections throw storm water into the sew- 
er system and overload it, Sander said. 


When the survey is completed, hopeful- 


ly the problem will be alleviated to some 
extent. 


Sander said that the village is also

often enough to kind of make you wary," 
he explained. 


W e s t f a l l substitute taught several 


years ago in the Schaumburg schools but 
just decided to start again after some 
time away from it. 


"I have the time and with the new 


house, the extra money is nice," he said. 


He will take over any class except first 


and second grades and, he said, "I'd 
never attempt a foreign language." 


ORIGINALLY Westfall also thought he 


wouldn't teach third grade. "I taught a 
third grade class once and swore I'd nev- 
er do that again, but now my daughter is 
in the third grade and I think I can com- 
municate with her."

adopting a new policy to require that 
builders connect each home directly into 
the storm sewer system. However, this 
will affect only homes which are to be 
built in the future. 


"That's why we have problems today 


— because nobody thought about them 
five years ago," Sander said. 


The proposed detention basin for Cam- 


elot Park at Brighton Place and Suffield 
Drive will have a secondary benefit for 
residents of Ivy Hill. The basin will allow 
less water to flow downstream in 
McDonald Creek and thus help cut down 
the amount of flooding at the Rand-Pala- 
tine intersection. 


Sander said it would mainly be homes 


north of the Commonwealth Edison right- 
of-way that would benefit from the Cam- 
elot Park retention basin. 


PLANS HAVE BEEN prepared for the 


basin and the village is presently trying 
to find a contractor who wants some ex- 
tra fill. The village hopes to get a con- 
tractor to do the excavation work for 
free in exchange for getting the dirt. 


When some of the residents com- 


plained about water standing in then- 
back and side yards, Sander said that 
this type of drainage problem was a 
"headache" for engineers. 


Sometimes, although the yards are 


properly graded, people plant bushes and 
shrubs which ruin the water flow. "Most 
people aren't aware of the problems they 
cause," Sander said. 


One of the main problems has been 


that mistakes in allowing developments 
have been made in the past and the vil- 
lage cannot take corrective action with- 
out spending a lot of money, Sander said. 


Another problem in this area particu- 


lalry the McDonald Creek is trying to get 
cooperation from areas outside of the vil- 
lage including the unincorporated Pros- 
pect Heights. 


Sander said it is next to impossible to 


deal with areas that have no form of gov- 
ernment and no source of money except 
the county. 


ALTHOUGH THE VILLAGE has prob- 


lems, a recent study by the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District (MSD) shows that Ar- 
lington Heights is "one of the leaders in 
storm water retention," Sander said. 


A project presently under construction 


by the MSD will help the overall prob- 
lem, Sander said. However, the com- 
pletion of the project is at least two 
years off. 


Some of the residents at the meeting 


were concerned about pooling of water in 
their yards and Sander said that if a 
flooding situation is not causing property 
damage or causing a health problem, 
these complaints are essentially nuisance 
complaints. 


Sander offered the village's help in al- 


leviating nuisance problems if a number 
of homeowners would get together. One 
suggested solution was the installation of 
drain tile to carry sump pump storm wa- 
ter from the basement into the back 
yard. Installed underground, the tile al- 
lows water to be absorbed underground 
rather than sitting on top of the ground. 


At the end of the meeting, Sander said 


the village would give residents as much 
help as possible in trying to solve flood- 
ing problems. Storm water is an overall 
problem for the village and the suburban 
area, Sander said, and "everyone in the 
village administration shudders every- 
time a storm cloud goes over." 


"It may be slow, but you're going to 


get relief," the village engineer told the 
residents.
